E,  the  People  of  the  United  States,  hi  order  to  forrn  a 
more  perf"<:6l  Union,  eltablifli  Jufiice,  infure  Domeftic  Tranquility, 
provide  for  the  Common  Defence,  promote  the  General  Welfare,  and 
fecurc  the  BlelTings  cf  Libertv  to  Ourfelves  and  our  Pofterity,  do  or- 
dain and  eltabUlh  this  Coxstitutiox  for  the  United  States  of 
AMERICA. 

A  R  T  1  C  L  E     i. 

.  Sett.  I.  All  Legiflative  Powers  herein  granted,  fliall  be  veRed  iii 
a  CONGRESS  of  the  United  States,  which  Ihall  confift  of  a  Senate 
and  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives. 

Sect.  2.  The  Houfa  of  Reprefentatives  fiidl  be  com^wfed  of  Mem- 
bers chofen  eveiy  ftcor.d  year,  by  the  People  of  tlife  ieveral  States  ;  and 
the  Eletlors  in  each  State  fliall  have  tlie  Qn^alifications  requinte  £jr 
Electors  of  the  moll  numerous  branch  of  the  State  Legillature. 
.  No  perfon  fnall  be  a  Repre Tentative  v/ho  fliall  not  have  attained  to 
the  Age  of  Twenty-five  Years,  and  been  feven  Years  a  Citizen  of  the 
United  States,  and  v.ha  fnall  not,  when  eleded,  be  an  Inhabitant  of 
that  State  in  which  he  fhall  be  chofen. 

Reprefentatives  and  direcl  Taxes  fliall  be  apportioned  among  the 
feveral  States  which,  may  be  included  within  this  Unijn,  according  to 
their  refpettive  Nunabers,  which  fliall  be  determined  i)y  adding  to  the 
whole  Number  of  fiee  Perfons,  including  thofe  bound  to  Service  for  a 
Term  of  Years,  and  includiag  Indians  not  taxed,  Ihree-lifths  of  all 
other  Perfonsi  The  a:lual  enumeration  fliall  be  made  v. irliin  three 
Years  after  the  firfl  Meeting  of  the  Congrefs  of  the  United  S:ates, 
and  within  ewcry  fiibiequent  Tcita  cf  ten  Y'ears,  in  fuch  ma\i:,er  as 
the;^fliall  by  Law  direct.  The  number  of  Reprefentatives  fliall  not 
exceed  one  for  every  Thirty  Thoufand,  but  each  State    Ihall  have   at 
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Isafl  one  Reprefentatlve ;  antl  until  fuch  enumeration  fliall  be  rnadcj 
the  State  cf  J^eiv-Hamp^hire  fliall  be  entitled  to  cliufe  tliree — Massa^ 
chiisstts  eight — Rhoih-Island  and  Providence  Plantations  one — Connec- 
ticut Eve — Kevi-York    fix — Neiv-Jersej  four — Pennsyhania  eight > 

Dclavjare  orfc — Maryland  fix — Virginia  ten — I^'orth-CaroUna  five— 
Soiith-Ccrolina  live — ar.d    Georgia  threfe. 

When  Vacancies  happen  in  the  Rcprerentation  from  any  State,  the 
Executive  Authority  thereof  fliall  ilTue  Writs  of  Election  to  fill  fuch 
vacancies. 

The  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives  fliall  chufe  their  Speaker  and  other 
Officers,  and  fh&II  have  the  fole  Power  of  Impeachment. 

Sect.  3.  The  Senate  of  the  United  States,  fhall  be  compofedof  two 
Senators,  from  each  State  :  chofen  by  the  Legiflature  thereof  for  fix 
vears,  and  each  Senator  fhall  have  one  vote. 

Immediately  after  they  fliall  be  afiembled  in  confequence  of  the  firft 
Election,  they  fliall  be  divided,  as  equally  as  may  be,  into  three  clafT- 
cs.  The  Seats  of  the  Senators  of  the  firft  clafs  fhall  be  vacated  at  the 
expiration  of  the  fecond  year,  of  the  fecond  clafs  at  the  expiration  of 
the  fourth  year,  and  of  the  third  clafs  at  the  expiration  of  the  fixth 
year,  fo  that  one-third  may  be  chofen  every  fecond  year;  and  if  va- 
cancies happen  by  refignation  or  otherwife,  during  the  recefs  of  the 
Legiflature  of  any  State,  the  Executive  thereof  may  make  temporary 
appointments  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Legiflature,  which  fliall 
'then  fill  fuch  vacancies. 

No  perfon  fhall  be  a  Senator  who  fliall  not  have  attained  to  the 
age  of  thirty  years,  andl)een  nine  years  a  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
and  who  fliall  not,  when  clefted,  be  an  Inhabitant  of  that  State  for 
tvhich.  he  fliall  be  chofen. 

'J'he  VIce-Prefident  of  the  United  States  fhall  be  Prefident  of  the 
Senate,  but  fliall  have  no  vote,  unlets  they  be  equally  divided. 

The  Senate  fliall  choofe  their  other  officers,  and  alfo  a  Prefidenft 
pro  tempore,  in  the  abfence  of  the  Vice-Prefident,  or  when  he  fhall 
•kerclli^  the  office  cf  Prefident  of  the  United  States. 

The  Senate  fhall  have  the  fole  power  to  try  all  impeachments. 
When  fitting  for  that  purpoie,  they  fhall  be  on  oath  or  affirmation* 
When  tl-.e  Prefident  of  the  United  States  is  tried,  the  Chief  Juftice 
iiiall  prefide :  And  no  perfon  fliall  be  convidled  without  the  concur- 
rence cf  two-thirds  of  the  members  prefent. 

Judgment  in  caies  of  impeachment  fl)a}l  not  extend  further  than  to 
removal  from  office,  and  difqualification  to  hold  and  enjoy  any  office 
cf  honor,  trufi:  or  profit  under  the  ITr.ltcd  States;  but  the  party  con- 
victed fhall  neverthelefs  be  liable  and  fubjecl  to  Indidlment,  trial,  judg- 
ment and  puniOiment,  according  to  law. 

Sec:../^.  The  times,  .places,  and  manner  of  holding  Eledllons  for 
Senators  a.id  Reprefentatives,  fliall  be  prefcribed  In  each  ftate  by  the 
Legiflature  thereof;  but  the  Congrefs  may  at  any  time  by  law  make 
or  alter  fuch  regulations,  except  as  to  the  places  of  chufyig  Senators. 

The  Congrels  flnll  afiemble  at  leafl  once  in  every  year,  and  fuch 
ineeting  fiiall  be  on  the  firff  Monday  ia  December,  unlcfs  they  fhall 
bylaw  appoint  a  different  day. 
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Sect.  5.  Bach  houfe  fliall  be  the  Judge  of  the  eleftions,  returns  and 
qualifications  of  its  own  members  ;  and  a  majority  of  each  Ihall  con- 
ftitute  a  quorum  todobulinefs;  but  a  fmaller  number  may  adjourn 
from  day  to  day,  and  may  be  authorized  to  compel  tlve  attendance  of 
abfent  members,  in  fuch  manner  and  under  fach  penalties  as  each  houfe 
may  provide. 

Eacli  houfe  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings,  punifli  its 
members  for  diforderly  behavior,  and,  with  the  concurrence  of  two- 
thirds,  expel  a  member. 

Kach  houfe  fhall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  from  time  to 
time  publifh  the  fame,  excepting  fuch  parts  as  may  in  their  judgment 
require  fecrecy ;  aiid  the  Yeas  and  Nays  of  the  members  of  either 
houfe  on  anyqueftion,  Hull,  at  the  dcfire  of  one-fifih  of  tliofe  prefent, 
be  entered  on  the  journal. 

Neither  houfe,  during  the  fcflfion  of  Congrefs,  (hall,  witjiout  the 
confent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  tliree  days,  nor  to  any 
other  place  than  that  in  which  the  two  houfes  fliall  be  fitting. 

Sect,  6.  The  Senators  and  Reprefentatives  fliall  receive  a  conpen- 
fation  for  their  fervices,  to  be  afcertained  by  law,  and  paid  out  of  the 
Treafury  of  the  United  States.  They  fliall  in  all  cafes,  except  trea- 
fon,  felony  and  breach  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arred  during; 
their  attendance  at  thefeffion  of  their  refpeilive  houfes,  and  in  going 
to  and  returning  from  the  fame  ;  and  for  any  fpeech  or  debate  in  either 
lioufe,  they  fliall  not  be  queflioned  in  any  other  place. 

No  Senator  or  Reprefentativ.^  fliall,  during  the  time  for  which  he 
■was  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  office  under  the  authority  of  the 
United  States,  which  fliall  have  been  created,  or  the  emolaments  where- 
of fhall  have  been  increafed  dur.iig  fuch  time  ;  and  no  perfon  holding 
any  office  under  the  United  States,  fliall  be  a  member  of  either  houfe 
during  his  continuance  in  office. 

Sect.  7.  All  bills  for  railing  revenue,  fliall  originate  in  the  houfe  of 
Reprefentatives;  but  the  Senate  may  propofe  or  concur  with  amend*- 
jneiits  as  ou  other  bills. 

Every  bill  which  (hall  have  pafTcdthe  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives  and 
the  Senate,  fhall,  before  it  become  a  law,  be  prefented  to  the  Prefident 
of  the  United  States ;  if  he  approve,  he  fliiaU  fign  it ;  but  if  not,  he 
(liall  return  it,  with  his  objedlions,  to  that  houfe  in  which  it  fliall  have 
originated,  who  fliall  enter  the  objcdlions  at  large  on  their  journal,  and 
proceed  to  re-cor.fider  it.  If  after  fuch  re-confide ration  two-thirds  of 
that  houfe  fliall  agree  to  pafs  the  bill,  it  fliall  be  fent,  together  with 
the  cbjeftions,  to  the  other  houfe,  by  which  it  fhall  likewife  be  re-con- 
lldered,  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  that  houfe,  it  fliall  become  a 
law.  But  in  all  fuch  cafes,  the  votes  of  both  houfes  fliail  be  deter- 
mined by  Yeas  and  Nays,  and  the  names  of  the  perfons  voting  for  and 
againft  the  bill,  fliall  be  entered  on  the  journal  of  each  houfe  refpec- 
tively.  If  any  bill  Qiall  not  be  returned  by  the  Prefident  within  ten 
days  (Sundays  excepted)  after  it  fliall  have  l)ecn  prefented  to  him,  the 
fame  fliall  be  a  law,  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  f  gred  it,  Ui.lcfs  tlic 
Congrefs  by  their  adjournment  prevent  its  return,  in  which  c?.fe  i| 
fliaJl  not  be  a  law. 
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Ever}^  order,  Kefolution  or  vote  to  which  the  concurrence  of  th? 
Senate  and  Houl'e  of  Reprefentatives  may  be  neceffary  (except  on  a 
queflion  of  adjournment)  fliall  be  prefented  to  the  Prefident  of  the 
United  States ;  and  bc;fore  the  fame  fiiall  take  effeft,  fliall  be  approved 
by  him,  or  being  difapproved  by  him,  Ihall  be  repafled  by  two-thirds 
of  the  Senate  and  Koufe  of  Reprefentatives,  according  to  the  rules 
and  limitations  prefcribed  in  the  cafe  of  a  bill. 

Sdct.  8.  The  Congrefs  fhall  have  power — to  lay  and  collect  taxes, 
duties,  impofts  and  excifes,  to  pay  the  debts,  and  provide  for  the  com- 
mon defence  and  general  welfare  of  the  United  States  ;  but  all  du- 
ties, impofts  and  excifes  fliall  be  uniform  throughout  the  United. 
States  ; 

To  bcjrrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States  ; 

To  regulate  commerce  with  foreign  nations,  and  among  the  feveral 
States,  and  with  the  Indian  tribes : 

To  efiabliili  an  uniform  rule  of  riaturalizatlon,  and  uniform  laws 
on  tho  fubjecl  of  bankruptcies,  throughout  the  United  States  ; 

To  coin  money,  re^,ulate  thi  value  thereof,  and  of  foreign  coin,  and 
fix  the  flandard  of  waighti  and  meafures ; 

To  provide  for  the  punilhment  of  counterfeiting  the  fecurities  and 
current  coin  of  the  United  States; 

To  eaabi;fh  Poft  Offices  and  Poft  roads; 

To  promote  t'le  progrefs  of  fclence  and  ufcful  arts,  by  fecuring,  for 
limited  times,  to  r^nthors  and  inventors,  the  exclufive  right  to  tlieirreC 
pe£tive"writings  and  dlfcoveries  ; 

To  conflitute  tribunal  inferior  to  the  fupreme  court  ; 

To  define  and  punilli  piracies  and  felonies  committed  on  the  high 
feas,  and  offenceu  agaiijft  the  law  of  nations ; 

I'o  declare  war,  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprifal,  and  make  rules 
concerning  captures  on  land  or  water; 

T«  ralfe  and  fupport  armies  ;  but  no  appropriation  of  money  to  that 
life,  (hall  be  for  a  longer  term  than  two  j'ears  ; 

I'o  provide  arid  maintain  a  navy  ; 

To  make  rules  for  the  government  and  regulation  of  the  land  and 
liaval  forces  ; 

To  provide  f.)r  calling  forth  the  militia  to  execute  the  laws  of  the 
union,  fupprefs  infurrcctions  and  repel  invafions  ; 

To  provide  for  organizing,  armirig  and  difciplinlng  the  inllitia,  and 
for  governing  fach  part  of  them  as  may  be  employed  in  the  ferviceofthe 
United  States,  refervlng  to  the  (taces  refpectivelr,  the  appointment  of 
the  officers,  and  the  authority  of  training  the  militia  according  to  the 
dii'cipline  prefcribed  by  Congrefs  ; 

To  exercife  exclufive  legiflation  in  all  cafes  whatfoever,  over  fuch 
diflrlcl  (not  exceeding  ten  miles  fquare)  as  may,  by  ceClon  of  particur 
kr  flates,  and  the  acceptar.ce  of  Congrefs,  become  the  feat  of  the  go? 
verniTient  of  the  United  States,  and  to  Axercife  like  authority  over  all 
places  purchufed  by  the  conient  of  the  legiflature  of  the  Hate  in  whlcU 
the  fame  (iiall  be,  fcr  the  erection  of  forts,  magazines,  arfciials,  dock^ 
yardsj  and  other  needful  buildings ;— And 
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To  make  all  la«'s  which  fhall  be  neceffary  and  nroptr  far  can ying' in- 
to execution  the  t'oregoing  powers,  and  all  other  powers  vefted  by  this 
conftitulion  in  the  government  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  de- 
partment or  ofnce  therect'. 

Sect.  9.  The  migration  or  importation  of  fiicli  perfons  as  any  of  the 
ftates  now  exifting'liallthinlc  proper  to  admit,  fliall  n^-t  be  prohibited  by 
the  Congrefs  prior  to  the  Year  1S08,  but  a  ta::  or  duty  may  be  impof- 
edon  fuch  importation,  not  exceeding  ten  dcll-arsfor  each  perfon. 

The  privilege  of  the  writ  of  Habeas  Corpus  lba!l  not  be  fufpendeJ, 
unlels  >ik  hen  in  cafes  of  rebelHon  or  invafion  the  public  fafcty  may  re- 
quire it. 

No  bill  of  attainder,  or  expofi:  faflo  law  fl-iall  be  pafied. 

No  capitation,  or  other  direct  tax,  Ihall  be  laid,  unlefs  in  proportion 
to  the  ceufus  or  enumeration  herein  before  diredted  to  be  taken. 

No  tax  or  duty  (hall  be  laid  on  articles  exported  from  any  fiate. 
No  preference  Hull  be  given  by  any  regulation  of  commerce  or  reve- 
nue to  the  ports  of  one  Hate  over  thofe  of  another :  nor  fhall  velTels 
bound  to  or  from  one  (late,  be  obliged  to  enter,  clear  or  pay  duties  in 
another. 

No  money  fnall  be  drawn  from  the  treafury,  but  in  confequence  of 
appropriations  made  by  law :  and  a  regular  Pcatement  and  account  of 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  public  moijcy,  (hali  be  publiftied 
fiom  time  to  time. 

No  title  of  nobility  fliall  be  granted  by  the  United  States  ;  and  no 
perfon  holding  any  office  of  profit  or  truft  under  them,  fhall,  without 
the  confent  of  the  Congrefs,  accept  of  any  prefent,  emolument,  office  or 
title  of  any  kirid  v/hatever,  from  any  Ling,  prince  or  foreign  Hate. 

Sect.  lo.  No  ftate  ilall  enter  into  any  treaty,  alliance  or  cor.federa- 
tion  ;  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprilal  ;  coin  money  ;  emit  bills  of 
credit;  make  any  thing  but  gold  and  fuver  coin  a  tender  in  payment 
of  debts;  pais  any  bill  of  attainder,  ex  pelt  fa<ilo  law,  or  law  impairing 
the  obligation  of  cor.tradls,  or  grant  any  title  of  nobility. 

No  ftate  fliall,  without  the  confent  of  the  Congreis,  lay  any  i  npofis 
or  duties  on  imports  or  exports,  except  what  may  be  abfolutclv  necefTa- 
ry  for  executing  its  inlpec'tion  lav/s  ;  and  the  net  produce  of  all  duties 
and  impijfts  laid  by  any  State  on  imports  or  cxpnts,  fhall  be  fir  the 
ule  of  the  trealury  of  tlie  United  States ;  and  all  iuch  la^vs  fiiall  be 
fubjf  £);  to  the  revillon  and  controul  of  the  Congrefs.  No  State  (hall, 
without  the  confent  of  Congrefs,  lay  any  duty  of  tonnage,  keep  troo^js 
or  fhips  of  war  in  time  of  peace,  entei-  into  any  agreement  or  com^radl; 
with  another  Hate,  or  with  a  foreign  pif.ver,  or  engage  in  a  war,  unlefs 
actually  invaded,  or  in  fuch  imminent  danger  as  \>  ill  not  admit  of 
delay. 

ARTICLE     IT. 

Sect.  I.  The  executive  povver  fiiall  be  veRed  in  a  Prefident  of  the 
United  States  of  America.  He  iliall  hold  his  oth.e  during  the  term 
of  four  years,  and,  together  with  the  Vice-l-'reriJent,  chofcn  for  the 
fame  term,  be  cleded  as  follows : 
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Each  ftate  fhall  appoint  in  fuch  manner  as  the  Legiflature  thereof 
may  direct,  a  number  of  electors,  equal  to  the  ^vhole  number  of  Sena. 
tors  and  Reprefentatives  to  v^hich  the  State  mayjbe. entitled  in  the  Con- 
grefs  :  but  no  Senator  or  Reprefentative,  or  perlbn  holding  an  office 
of  truil  or  profit  under  the  United  States,  fnall  be  appointed  an  eleiftor. 

The  electors  fliall  meet  in  their  refpective  {tates,  and  vote  by  ballot 
for  two  perfons,  of  v,-honi  one  at  leafl  fiiall  not  be  an  inhabitant  of  the 
fame  flate  with  thcmielves.  And  they  fhali  make  a  lift  of  all  the  per- 
fons voted  for,  and  of  the  number  of  votes  far  each  ;  which  lift  they 
fhall  fig n  and  certify,  and  tranfmit  fealed  to  the  feat  of  the  Govern- 
nient  of  the  UiUtcd  States,  direfted  to  the  Prefident  of  the  Senate. 
The  Prefident  of  the  Senate  fhali,  in  the  prefence  of  the  Senate  and 
Houfe  of  Reprefentatives,  open  all  the  certificates,  and  the  votes  (hall 
tlien  be  counted.  The  perfon  having  the  greatcff  number  of  votes  fhuU  be 
the  Prefident,  if  iuch  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of 
elcctcr^  appointed)  and  if"  there  be  more  than  one  who  have  fjch  ma- 
jority, and  have  an  equal  number  ef  votes,  then  the  Houl'e  of  Repre- 
ientstives  Ihall  immediately  cluue,  by  ballot,  one  of  them  for  Prefident  j 
and  if  no  perfon  have  a  majority,  then  from  the  five  highell  on  the 
lift,  the  laid  Houfe  fhall,  in  !ii<e  rcanner,  chufe  tlie  Prefident.  But  in 
chufing  the  Prefident,  the  vates  iliall  be  taken  by  ftates,  the  reprefen- 
tation  from  each  ftate  having  one  vote  :  a  quorum  for  this  purpofc 
Ihal!  coniift  of  a  member  or  members  from  two-thirds  of  the  ftates, 
and  a  majority  of  all  the  ftates  Ihr.U  be  neceiTaiy  to  a  choice.  In  eve- 
ry cafe,  after  the  choice  of  the  Prefident,  the  perfon  having  the  greatr 
eft  number  of  votes  of  the  electors,  fhall  be  the  Vice-Prefident.  But 
if  thorc  fliould  remain  two  or  more  v/ho  have  equal  votes,  the  fenate 
Ihall  chufe  from  them,  by  ballot,  the  Vicc-Prefident. 

The  Congrefs  may  determine  the  time  of  chufing  the  elecflors,  and 
the  day  on  which  they  fnall  give  their  votes ;  which  day  fhall  be  the 
fame  throughout  the  United  States. 

No  perfon,  except  a  natural  born  Citizen,  or  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  at  the^time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Canftitiition,  ftiall  be  eligi- 
ble to  tli3  office  of  Prefident ;  neither  fliall  any  perfon  be  eligible  to 
that  oiHce,  who  fliall  not  have  attained  to  the  age  of  thirty-fivd  years, 
and  been  fourteen  years,  a  reudent  Avithin  the  United  States. 

In  cafe  of  the  removal  of  the  Prefident  from  office,  or  of  his  death, 
refignation  or  inability  to  diicharge  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  faid  " 
office,  the  fame  fliall  devolve  on  the  Vice-Prefidcnt,  and  the  Congrefs 
may  by  law  provide  for  the  cafe  of  removal,  death,  refignation  or  in- 
ability', both  of  tlie  Prefident,* and  Vice-Prefident,  decliuing  what  of- 
ficer fliall  then  a(rt  as  Prefident,  and  fuch  oflicer  fliall  a^'c  accordingly, 
lantil  the  difability  be  removed,  or  a  Prefident  fhall  be  eleiled. 

The  Prefidetn  fliall,  at  flated  times,  receive  for  his  fervices,  a  com- 
penfation,  which  iliall  neither  be  increafed  nor  dimini'hed  during  th« 
period  for  which  he  fhall  have  been  elected,  and  he  fliall  not  receive 
"within  that  peiiod  any  other  cmclument  from  the  United  States,  or 
any  of  them. 

Before  he  enter  on  the  execution  cf  his  ciKtej  he  {lull  take  the  foi- 
lowine;  oath  or  afiiimation. 
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*'  I  do  folemnly  fwear  (or  affij-m)  that  I  will  faithfuHy  execute  the 
office  of  Piefident  of  the  United  States,  and  will,  to  the  beft  of  my  abi- 
lity, preferve,  protecft  and  defend  the  conlFitution  of  the  United  States. 

Sect.  1.  The  Prefident  fi\all  be  coinmander  in  chief  of  the  army  and 
navy  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  mihtia  of  the  feveval  Rates,  when 
called  into  the  acftual  krvice  of  the  United  States;  he  may  require  the 
opinion,  in  writing,  of  tlie  principal  officer  in  each  of  the  executive 
departments,  upon  any  fiibjc^  relating  to  the  duties  of  the  relpeitive 
offices ;  and  he  fhall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  ar.d  pardons  foe 
offences  againlt  the  United  Staffs,  except  in  cafes  of  impeachment. 

He  fh^ll  have  power,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  coni'ent  of  the  fe- 
nate,  to  make  treaties,  provided  two-thirds  cf  the  fenators  prelVnt,  con- 
cur :  and  he  Ihal!  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  and  confcnt 
of  the  fcnate,  fliall  appoint  ambaffadors,  other  public  miniftcrs  ar,d  con- 
fuls,  judges  of  the  fupreme  court,  and  all  other  officers  of  the  United 
States,  whofe  appointments  are  not  herein  otherwife  provided  for,  and 
which  ffiall  be  eltablilhed  bylaw*  But  the  Congrelb  may,  by  law,  velt 
the  appointment  of  fuch  inferior  officers  as  they  think  proper,  in  the 
Prelident  alone,  in  the  courts  of  law,  or  in  the  heads  of  departments. 

1  he  Prefident  fhall  have  power  to  fill  up  all  vacancies  that  may  hap-, 
pen  daring  the  recefs  of  the  fcnate,  by  granting  commiiiions  which 
ihall  expire  at  the  end  of  their  next  feffion. 

Sect.  3.  He  fhall,  from  time  to  time,  give  to  the  Congrf  fs  informa- 
tion of  the  flate  of  the  Union,  and  recommend  to  their  conlideration, 
fuch  meafures  as  he  fhall  judge  necelTary  and  expedient ;  he  may  oit 
extraordinary'  occafions,  convene  both  houfes,  or  either  of  them,  and 
fn  cafe  ofdifagreement  between  thera,  with  refpeil  to  the  timex)i  ad- 
journment, he  may  adjourn  them  to  fuch  time  as  he  fhall  think  pro- 
per ;  he  fhall  receive  ambafTadors  and  other  public  minifters  ;  he  fhall 
take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed,  and  fhall  commiffioa 
all  the  officers  of  the  United  States. 

Sect.  4.  The  Prefident,  Vice-Prefident  and  all  civil  officers  cf 
the  United  States,  fhall  be  removed  from  office  on  impeachjnent  for 
»nd  convicStion  of    treafon,    bribery,  or  other  high  crimes  and  mifde- 


ARTICLE    III. 

Sect.  X.  The  judicial  pov/erof  the  United  States  fhall  he  vefted  in  ona.

ihall,  at  flated  tinges,  rtceive  for  their  ferviceg,  a  compenfation,  which 
fliall  not  be  dimirjiflied  during  their  continuance  in  office. 

Sect.  2.  i  l:c  judicial  power  fhall  extend  to  all  cafes  in  law  and 
equity,  arifmg  under  thiS  condltntion,  the  laws  of  the  United  States, 
and  treaties  made,  or  which  fliall  be  made,  under  their  authority;  to 
all  cafes  affecting  ambaffadors,  oti.er  public  minifiers  and  coafuls  ;  ta 
all  cafes  of  admiralty  and  maritime  jurildiction  ;  to  controvcrfies  to 
■which  the  United  States  iLuU  be  a  party;    to  conti-oveifiei  between 
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r\To  or  inore  ftatcs,  between  a  ftate  and  citizens  of  another  llate,  be* 
tween  citizens  cf  diiFerent  ftates,  between  citizens  of  the  fa;ne  ftate 
claiming  lands  under  grants  of  different  ftates,  and  between  a  ftate, 
or  the  citizen  thereof,  and  foreign  ftates,  citizens  or  fubjedts. 

In  all  cafes  affecling  anibaiTadors,  other  public  minifters  and  con- 
fiik,  and  thufe  in  which  a  ftate  fliall  be  a  party,  the  fiiprerr.e  court 
(hall  have  original  jiirifdiclion.  In  all  the  other  cafes  before  mention- 
ed, the  fiiprenie  court  ftiall  have  appellate  jnrifdiclion,  both  as  to  law 
and  fact,  withfuch  exceptions,  and  und-^r  iiach  regula:ions  as  the  Con- 
grefs  Ihall  make. 

The  trial  of  all  ciimes,  except  in  cafes  of  Impeachment,  fliall  be  by- 
jury  ;  and  liich  trial  ftrall  be  held  in  the  ftate  v.here  the  faid  crimes 
fiiall  have  been  committed;  but  when  not  committed  within  any 
{late,  the  trial  fliall  be  at  fuch  place  or  places  as  the  Congrefs  may  by 
law  have  directed. 

Sect.  3.  I'reafon  agalnftthe  United  States,  fliall  confiftonly  in  levy- 
ing war  againft 'hem,  or  in  adhering  to  their  enemies,glving  them  aid 
and  comfort.  No  perfon  fliall  be  convicted  of  treafon,  unlefs  on  the 
teQimonv  of  two  witneffes  to  the  fame  overt  act,  or  on  confefiion  in 
op'^.n  court. 

The  (bngreis  \\vA\  have  power  to  declare  the  puniftiment  of  treafon, 
but  no  attainder  of  treafon  lliall  work  corruption  cf  blood,  or  forfeiture, 
except  during  the  life  of  the  perfon  attainted. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

S:ct.  I.  Full  faith  and  credit  fl:iall  be  given  in  each  ftate,  to  the 
public  aels,  records,  and  judicial  proceedings  of  every  other  ftate.  And 
the  Congrefs  may  by  general  laws  prefcrlbe  the  manner  in  which  fuck 
uits,   records  and   proceedings  fliall  be  proved,    and  the  effect  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  'i  he  citizens  of  each  ftate  fliall  be  entitled  to  all  privileges 
'»nd  immunities  of  citizens  in  the  feveral  ftates. 

A  perfon  charged  in  any  ftate  with  treafon,  felony,  or  other  crime, 
tiho  fhall  flee  from  juftice,  and  be  found  in  another  ftate,  fliall,  on  de-« 
iTjandof  the  executive  authority  of  the  ftate  from  which  he  fled,  be  de- 
livered up,  to  be  removed  to  the  ftate  havirg  jurildiftion  of  the  crime. 

No  perfon  held  to  fervicc  or  labor  in  one  ftate,  under  the  laws  there- 
of, cfcaping  into  another,  fliall,  inconfcquence  of  any  law  or  regulati- 
on therein,  be  dil'charged  from  fuch  fervice  -or  labor,  but  fliall  be  de- 
livered up  on  claim  of  the  party  to  whom  fuch  ferviee  or  labor  may- 
be due. 

Sect.  3.Xe\v  ftates  may  be  admitted  by  the  Congrefs  into  this  Uni- 
on; but  no  new  ftate  fliaU  be  formed  or  ercifled  within  the  jurifdidtion 
of  any  other  ftate  ;  nor  any  ftate  be  formed  by  the  junftion  of  two  or 
more  ftates,  or  parts  cf  ftates,  without  the  confc^nt  of  the  legiflature* 
of  the  ftates  concerned  as  well  as  of  the  Congrefs. 

''i  he  Congicis  fliall  have  powf,:  to  difpofe  of,  and  make  all  needful 
rules  and  ie':^idations  refpedii-.g  the  territory  or  otlier  property  belong- 
ing to  the  IJnited  States;  and  nothing  in  this  Conftitution  Ihall  be  fo 
conftmed  as  to  prejudice  any  claims  of  the  Unltsd  States,  or  of  any 
particular  ftate.

Sc<^.  4.  The  United  States  fliall  guarantee  to  even''  State  in  this 
Union,-  A  Republican  Form  of  Government,  and  fliall  protect  each  of 
them  againfl  invafion  ;  and  on  application  of  the  Lesjiilature,  orof  tlie 
Executive  (when  the  Legiflature  cannot  be  convened)  againlt  dianeftic 
violence, 

ARTICLE    V, 

The  Co'.'grefj,  whenever  tv.'o-thirds  of  both  houfes  fliall  ceem  h 
neceffary,  Jhail  p'-opufe  amendmeiits  to  this  conltitution,  or,  on  the 
application  of  T.he  Legifiatui  es  of  two-thirds  of  the  feveral  Uates,  iKall 
call  a  convention  for  p'-opofin^j  amendments,  which,  in  either  cafe, 
lliall  be  valid  to  all  intents  ar.d  purpoi'es,  as  part  of  this  ccnflitutii^n, 
when  ratified  by  the  Ijegiflv^tures  of  three  fourths  of  the  feveral  flates, 
or  by  conventions  in  three-fourths  thereof,  as  the  one  or  the  other  mode 
of  ratification  may  be  propofed  by  the  Congrefs ;  Provided,  that  no 
anierdnient  which  mav  be  made  priir  to  the  year  one  thoufand  eight 
hundred  and  eight,  fiiall  in  any  riianner  affe<ll  the  firftand  fourth  claufea 
in  the  ninth  fec'uon  of  the  firic  article  :  ai-.d  that  no  ftate,  without  its 
coniln-it,  fliall  be  deprived  of  its  equal  fuffrage  in  the  Senate. 

ARTICLE     VL 

All  debts  contracled  and  engagements  entered  into,  before  the  adop- 
tion of  this  conftitution,  fhall  be  as  vr.Iid  a.^ainfl  the  L^nited  States 
under  this  conftitution,  as  under  the  confedei*ation. 

This  conftitLitlon,  and  the  lav.s  of  the  United  States  which  (liall  bo 
made  in  puri'uance  thereof ;  and  all  treaties  made,  or  which  fliall  be 
m<ide,  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  fliall  be  the  fupreme 
l:nv  of  the  l.inu  ;  and  the  iud^^es'in  every  ftate  fliall  be  bound  there- 
bv  ;  anv  thinjj  in  the  cor.ititution  or  laws  of  a.iy  fl;uLe  to  the  contrary 
notwitMifland'in;^. 

The  Senators  and  Reprefentatives  before  rnentioned,  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  leveral  State  Legilla'aires,  and  all  ex^ecutive  and  judicial 
ofikers,  ■both  of  the  United  otaiea  and  ef  the  feveral  States,  Jhall  be 
bound  bv  oath  or  a'Himation,  to  fupport  this  conllitution  :  but  no  re- 
ligious teft  fliall  ever  be  required  asa  qlialification  to  aaiy  ofuce  or  pub- 
lic truil  under-  the  L'nited  States. 

ARTICLE    VIE 

The  ratiiicatioii  of  the  conventions  ot  nine  States,  fliall  beiufficient 
for  the  eftabliihmeiit  of  tliis  coaditution  letween  the  ilates  fo  ra.ifyijijf 
the  fame. 
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Done  in-Conventioft.,  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  States  presenfy 
the  seventeenth  day  of  September^  intbejear  of  our  Lord  one  thou- 
sand sevtn  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and  of  the  Independence  of 
the  United  Stales  of  America,  the  tivelfth.  In  witness  'whereof 
ive  have  hereunto  subscribed  our  names.

In  Convention     Monday,   September  17th,  1787^ 

Resolved, 

THAT  the  preceding  conftitution  be  laid  before  the  United  States 
in  Congi  afs  affembled,  and  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  convention, 
that  it  fhould  afterv;ards  be  fubmitted  to  a  convention  of  delef^ates, 
chofenincach  flate  by  the  people  there-^f,  under  the  recommendation 
of  its  Legiflature,  for  their  afTent  and  ratiiicatiun  ;  and  that  each  con- 
vention alkmting  to,  and  ratifying  the  fame,  fhould  give  notice  thereof 
to  the  United  States  in  Congi-efs  afieitibled. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  convention,  that  as  foon  as 
1^0  couvcntionjiof  nine  flcat«i  £i)aU  liav^  rati^ed  tjiis  conditution^  the 
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United  States  in  Congrefs  affembled,  fliould  fix  a  day  on  which  eledors 
lliould  be  appointed  by  the  ftates  which  fhall  have  ratified  the  lame, 
and  a  day  on  which  tlie  eleftors  fhould  afiemble  to  vete  for  the  preli- 
dent,  and  the  time  and  place  for  commencing  proceedings  under  this 
conftitution.  That  after  fuch  publication  the  electors  fhould  be  ap- 
pointed, and  the  Senators  and  reprefentatives  elecled.  That  the  elec- 
tors fhould  meet  on  the  day  fixed  for  the  election  of  the  Prcfident,  and 
fliould  tranfmit  their  votes,  certified,  Cgned,  fealed  and  direded  as  the 
conftitution  requires,  to  the  fecretary  of  the  United  States  in  Congrefs 
aiierabled ;  that  the  Senators  and  Reprefentatives  fliould  convene  at 
the  time  and  place  ailigned ;  that  the  Senators  fliould  appoint  a  Prefi- 
dent  of  the  Senate,  fc-  the  ibie  purpofe  of  receiving,  opening  and  count- 
ing the  votes  for  PreGdent ;  and,  that  after  he  fliall  be  chofen,  the 
Congrels,  together  with  the  Prefident.  fliould,  without  delay,  procuc^ 
to  execute  this  conftitution.

IN  CONVENTION,  Sentember  17th,  1787. 

WE  have  now  the  honor  to  fubniit  to  the  conflderation  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  in  Congrefs  aflembled,  that  confiitutiou  which  has  appeared 
to  US  the  moft  advifable. 

The  friends  of  our  country  have  long  feen  andd^fired,  that  the  pow- 
er of  making  v/ar,  peace  and  treaties,  tliat  of  levying  money,  and  re- 
gulating commerce,  and  the  correfpondent  e:;ecutive  and  judicial  au- 
thorities, fhould  be  fully  and  effedlually  veRed  in  the  general  govern- 
ment of  the  Union  :  but  the  impropriety  of  delegating  fuch  extenfive 
truft  to  one  body  of  men,  is  evident— Kencc  refult »  the  necefllty  of  a 
different  organization. 

It  is  obvioufly  impracticable  in  the  federal  govcirment  of  thefe 
ftatfc,  tofecure  all  rights  of  independent  fovereignty  to  each,  and  yet 
provide  for' the  intereft  and  fafety  of  all — inlividuaL  entering  into  fo- 
ciety,  mu'.l  give  up  a  fhare  of  liberty  to  prefcrve  the  reft.  The  mag- 
nitude of  the  iacrifice  muft  depend  as  well  on  fituation  asd  circumflance, 
as  on  the  objecl  to  be  obtained.  It  is  i.t  all  times  d'fiicult  to  draw 
with  precifioii  the  line  between  thofe  rights  which  nrjflb';  furrendered, 
and  thofe  v.hich  may  be  ref^rved  ;  and  on  the  prefent  ccnaficn  this  dif- 
ficulty was  increafed  by  adiiTcrence  asnong  the  feveral  ilates  r.s  to  their 
fituation,  extent,  kabils,  ?iid  particular  interefis. 

In  all  our  deliberations  on  thi.~  i'ubi  ict  we  kept  fleaclily  in  our  vi«Wj 
thatwliich  appears  to  us  the  greatefi  i.iteref.  of  evciy  true  American, 
the  confolidation  of  our  union,  in  which  is  involved  cur  profperity,  feli- 
city, fafety,  perhaps  our  national  exiftence.  This  ijr.nortant  cc.irjde- 
ration,  ferioufly  and  deeply  impreffed  on  our  minds,  led  each  ftate  in 
the  convention  to  be  lefs  rigid  on  points  of  inferior  Magnitude,  thaa 
might  Iwve  been  otherwifs  e;tpe(^edj  and  thus  the  coiiHitution,  which 
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we  now  prefent,  is  the  refult  of  a  fpiit  of  amity,  and  of  that  mutual 
deference  a:  d  conceiFion  which  the  ptjculiarity  ot  our  political  fitua- 
tion  rendered  indifpennble.  ^ 

That  it  will  meet  the  full  and  entire  approbation  of  every  ftate,  is 
not  perhaps,  to  be  expecLcd  ;  but  each  will  doubllefs  coniider,  that  had 
her  intereft  alone  been  coi:fi'!ted,  the  confeciuer.ces  might  h;ue  been 
particularly  difagreeable  or  injurious  to  others  ;  that  it  is  liable  to  as 
few  exceptions  as  c-iutd  realbr.ably  have  been  expefted,  we  hope  and 
believe  ;  that  it  may  promote  the  iafiing  v.elfare  of  tiiat  country  lb  dear 
to  us  all,  and  fecureiier  freedom  and  happinefs,  is  our  mofl  aident

AMENDMENTS. 

ARTICLE     I. 

Congrefs  fliall  make  no  law  refpefling  an  eftabliniment  of  religion, . 
or  prohibiting  the  free  exercife  thereof;  or  abridging  the  freedom 
of  fpeech,  orof  thepreis ;  or  the  right  of  the  people  peaceably  toailem- 
ble  and  to  petition  the  government  for  a  redrefs  of  grievances. 

ARTICLE    II. 

A  Avell  r  -gulated  militia  being  neccfTary  to  the  fecurity  of  a  free 
ftaie,  the  rijht  of  the  people  to  keen  and  bear  ai  ms  fiiall  nut  be  in- 
fringed. 
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ARTICLE    III. 

No  foldier  fliall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any  hcufe  with- 
out the  cu-.ient  of  the  owner,  nor  la  time  of  war,  hut  iu  a  uianuer  to 
be  prefcribed  hj  law. 

ARTICLE     IV. 

The  ri^htofthe  people  to  be  fccure  in  their  pcrfons,  hou Pes,  papers,- 
and  elleds  arrrdnll  unreafonable  fearches  ai.d  leizures,  fliciUR..L  be  vi(..Iattd,. 
and  no  v.'arrants  (hall  iffue,  bi:t  upon  prr;bablc  c'diUt-,  fupportcti  bv  oath 
or  aSiimacion,  uiid  particubily  defcribin^  the  place  to  befeaichcd,  and 
thepeifoiis  or  things  to  be  feized. 

ARTICLE     V. 

No  perfon  fliall  be  held  to  anfvver  for  a  capital  cr  otherwife  Infam- 
ous crime,  unlefs  on  a  prefenttrent  or  ijididmcnt  of  a  graiid  juiy,  ex- 
cept in  cafes  arliing  in  the  land  or  naval  ftirccs,  or  in  the  militia  whea 
in  actual  fervice  in  time  of  war  or  public  danger;  nor  fliall  any  per- 
fun  be  fubject  for  the  fame  oiTcnce  to  be  twice  put  in  jeopaidy  of  life 
or  limb  ;  nor  fhall  be  compelled  in  any  criminal  cafe  to  be  witnefs 
againfl:  hinrfelf,  nor  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty,  or  property,  v.'ithout 
due  prccels  of  law  ;  nor  Ihall  private  piOperty  be  taken  fur  piifclic  ufe 
without  juft  compenfation. 

ARTICLE    VI. 

In  all  criminal  profecutions,  the  accufed  fiiall  eiijuy  the  right  to  a 
fpeedy  and  prblic  trial,  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  ilate  and  diftrict  ■ 
wherein  the  crin.e  f;  all  have  been  committed,  which  diitrid  fhall  have 
been  previoufly  afcertained  by  law,  and  to  be  informed  of  tlie  nature, 
and  caule  of  the  accu!\:tion ;  to  be  confronted  with  the  witnefTes  aerainft 
him  ;  to  have  compulfory  procefs  for  obtaining  witneffes  in  his  favor, 
aiid  to  have  tiic  aliiftance  of  counfel  for  his  defence. 

A  R  T  'I  C  L  E     VII. 

In  fuits  at  common  law,  where  the  value  in  controverfy  fliall  exceed 
twenty  dollars,  the  right  of  trial  by  jury  Ihall  be  preferved,  and  no  fact, 
tried  by  a  jury,  fhall  be  otherwife  re-examined  in  any  court  of  the 
United  States,  than  according  to  the  rules  of  the  ccinmoa  law. 

ARTICLE    Yin. 

ExcefTive  bail  fliall  not  be  required,  nor  exceffive  fines  impofed,  nor 
cruel  and  unufual  puniilmieuts  iiiiiicled. 
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ARTICLE    IX. 

The  enumeration  in  the  conftltutlon,  cf  certain  rights,  fiiall  not  be 
iconftrucd  to  deny  or  dil'parafje  others  retained  by  the  people. 

ARTICLE    X. 

The  povrers  not  delegated  to  the  United  States  by  the  conftitution, 
nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  ftates,  are  referved  to  the  ftates  refpedive- 
Ijy  or  to  the  people. 

ARTICLE    XL 

The  judicial  power  of  the  Ur/ited  States  fliall  not  be  conftrued  to 
extend  to  any  fuit  in  law  or  equity,  commenced  or  profecuted  againft 
one  of  the  United  States  by  citizens  of  another  ftate,  or  by  citizens  or 
feibjeds  of  any  foreign  flat©.

I.  Of  the  Duty  of  Masters  of  Vessels. 

XLi  VERY  maRcr  of  a  veffel,  bound  to  the  diftri'fl  of  Nottingham, 
mud,  on  penalty  of  five  hund'ed  dollars,  depolit  with  the  furveycr  of 
the  port  of  Town  Creek,  a  manifcil  of  the  cargo,  ur.lefs  he  fliall  have 
previoufly  delivered  one  to  foine  ctticer  of  the  culloms  coming  on  board  ; 
bound  to  the  diftrict  of  Tappahannock,  with  tliefurveyor  of  the  portcf 
Urbanna;  to  the  difirid't  of  Bermuda  Hundred,  or  City  Point,  with 
the^  collector  of  Norfolk  and  Portfmouth,  or  of  Hampton ;  to  the  dif- 
tricl  of  South  Q£ay,  with  the  colleclor  of  Edenton.  Vv^'hich  manifefl, 
the  refpedive  coUeclors  and  furveyors  muft,  after  regiftry,  tranfmit 
duly  certified,  to  the  officer  with  whom  entry  is  to  be  made. 

Alfo,  every  mafter  of  a  veilel,  belonging  wholly  or  in  part,  to  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States,  muft,  on  arrival  from  any  foreign  country, 
have  an  accurate  and  true  maiiifeU  cf  the  cargo  on  board ;  and  in  de- 
fault thereof,  he  forfeits  the  value  of  all  goods  not  included  iu  fuch 
inanifeft,  unlels  due  proof  be  made,  that  no  part  of  the  cargo  had  been 
unfh'pped  fmce  takeii  on  boaid,  and  that  fuch  wanifelc  had  been  loftj 
or  niiflaid,  or  defaced  by  accident,  or  v.as  incorrect  by  niillake. 

Which  manifeft,  every  matter  of  a  veffel,  as  aforefaid  muft,  on  pe- 
nalty of  a  fum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  produce  to  the  fivil 
oincer  of  the  cufioms,  ■who  lliall  appear  on  beard  after  his  arrival  with- 
in four  leagues  of  the  coafts  of  the  United  States  ;  raid  alfo  to  the  fi.rft 
lach  officer  of  the  curcoms,  who  lli.iU  appear  on  b.»ard  after  his  arrival 
ia  a  dilhitl  in  which  any  part  of  his  cargo  is  to  be  dii'charged  ;  de'.i- 
YvV-in^   in  ?l;h^;-  caf:,  a  copy  tb.-reof.  by  jjiniU'l:  iubicrib^d.     Tl^q 
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preduaion  of  the  manifeft  and  receipt  of  the  copy,  fuch  officer  niuft 
certify  refpeSlively,  on  penalty  of  five  hundred  dollars;  certr^fying  on 
the  original,  the  day  and  year  when  produced,  and  the  delivery  of  a 
copy  ;  and  on  the  copy  the  day  and  year  it  was  delivered.  He  muft 
alio  trai]fmit  faid  copy  to  the  colleaor  of  the  diftiid  to  which  fuch 
vefTel  is  bound. 

If  any  part  of  the  cargoes  of  fuch  veCfels,  as  laden  with  goods,  and 
bound  to  the  United  States,  have  arrived  with  four  leagues  of  the  coaft,  be 
unlader.  previous  to  their  coming  into  port,  and  being  legally  authorif- 
ed  to  unlade,  all  the  goods fo  unladen,  and  any  veffel  or  boat  into  which 
they  may  be  pat  are  forfeited  ;  and  the  mailer  and  mate  of  the'velTel 
i'o  unladen,  foifeit,  each,  one  thoufand  dollars;  and  every  other  perlon 
aiding  and  ailifting,  treble  the  value  of  the  goods  unladen.  'Jheie  for- 
feitures are  not  however,  incurred  in  cafe  of  unavoidable  acc'dents, 
necelRty,  or  dlftrefs  of  weather,  it  di.ly  notified  and  ilrictly  proved. 

Alio,  if  any  fhip  or  veliel  has  arrived  within  the  limits  of  a  dilirifl 
of  the  United  States,  from  a  foreign  country,  (lie  leaves  or  attempts  to 
leave  it,  (unlei's  to  proceed  to  a  more  interior  dillrid,)  previous  to  re- 
port and  entry  made,  the  mafler  forfeits  four  hiindied  dollars.  And 
the  colledor,  naval  oiTicer,  furveyor,  or  any  revenue  cutters  may  arreft 
and  bring  her  back  ;  uulefs  the  depa;ture  was occafioned  by  dilbeis  of 
weather,  durefs  of  enemies,  or  other  nec;;iiity,  wjiich  in  either  cafemuft  be 
ftriclly  proved. 

Further,  every  maRer  of  a  veiTcl  (fliips  of  war  and  public  packets 
excepted)  muff  within  twenty-four  hours  after  his  arrival  in  any  port 
of  the  United  States,  (if  the  ufual  hours  of  bufinefs  will  permit)  make 
report  thereof  to  the  chief  ofiicer  of  the  cuftoms  at  the  port,  and  with- 
in forty-eight  hours,  a  further  report  of  the  cargo,  and  deliver  a  ma^i- 
ieft  to  the  collector.  In  default  of  which,  he  forfeits  one  thoufand 
dollars. 

But  maflersofveflels,  whereof  only  part  of  the  cargoes  is  deRincd  to 
any  particular  port  of  the  United  States,  may,  after  paying  or  fecuring 
the  duties  of  fuch  part,  and  giving  bond  equal  to  the  amount  of  du- 
ties on  the  remainder,  that  no  part  thereof  iJiall  be  landed  in  the  Uni- 
ted States  without  due  entry,  proceed  to  the  port  or  place  of  their  def- 
tination. 

And  when  the  cargoes  of  any  veffels  are  dellined  to  ports  in  differ- 
ent dilhicts,  the  mafters  thereof  may  proceed  from  dillricl  to  diflrict, 
paying  in  each  diitridt,  the  duties  on  fuch  goods  as  may  be  del.vered 
therein,  and  giving  bond  to  the  collector  of  the  diftricl  where  they 
iirfl:  arrived,  for  their  due  entry  in  every  other  diftricl,  and  alio  obtain- 
ing from  the  refpedlive  collectors,  to  whom  any  part  of  their  cargoes 
inaybe  reported,  copies  ofiuch  reports,  and  certificates  of  the  nuantity 
and  particulars  of  the  goods  deliveicd — Any  mafter,  in  default  of  ob- 
taining fuch  copy  and  certiiicate,  or  negleding  to  produce  them  to  any 
fiibu-quent  colleitlor,  forfeits  five  hui:drcd  dt.llars. — But  in  cafe  of  ipi-- 
rits  i'lich  cei-tificates  mult  be  had  from,  and  produced  to  the  cfficeis  of 
inipccticn. 
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Sea-ftores  being  exempt  from  duty,  mufl  be  defignatcd  as  fach  in  tlic 
mafter's  report,  and  if  exccffive,  ibe  duty  may  be  efiimated,  on  the  cx- 
cefs,  the  value  wht^rcof  is  forfeited,  unlefs  futh  duty  be  paid ;  as  alfo 
treble  tbe  value  of  any  articles  thereof,  if  landed  for  fale.  VefTels, 
not  bound  to  the  United  States,  but  putting  in,  in  diflrefs,  the  nafter 
and  mate  muft  within  tsventy-four  hours,  make  proteft,  fetting  forth 
the  circumflances  of  the  diftreis,  before  a  notary  public,  or  other  per- 
fon  duly  authorized;  and,  within  forty-eight  hours,  repsrt  of  the  carg-<.', 
as  in  other  cafes  :  and  the  diftrefs  being  duly  certified  by  the  wardens 
ef  the  port,  permits  may,  if  neceffaiy  be  granted  f )r  unladen  ;  the  cjI- 
leclors  caufmg  the  goods  unladen  to  be  ftored,  and,  if  damaged,  or  if 
neceflary  in  repairiiig  the  fhip,  allowing  them,  the  duties  thereon  be- 
ing firft  paid,  to  be  f*)ld. 

Maftcrs  of  velfels  bound  to  foreign  ports,  previous  to  obtainiing-  a 
clearance,  muft  deliver  to  the  collector  of  the  diflrict  from  which  they 
arc  about  to  fail,  manlfefts  of  their  cargoes;  and  any  raafler  departing 
without  a  clearance,  forfeits  two  hundred  dollars. 

The  penalty  of  falfe  fwearing,  as  well  of  mailers  of  velTels,  as  of  the 
owKcrs  or  confignees  of  goods,  or  their  factors  or  agents,  is  line  or 
imprlfonment,  or  both  ;  not  exceeding,  in  cafe  ci'  the  former,  ond 
thoufand  dollars  ;  of  the  latter  one  year. 

No  mafter  of  a  veffel  arriving  at  any  port,  wLere  there  is  a  pofl- 
office,  may  report  or  make  entry,  till  he  has  delivered  to  the  pollmaRer 
all  letters  in  his  poffeflion,  direded  to  any  perfon  within  the  United 
States. 

II.  Of  the  Duty  of  the  Owners  or  Consignees  of  Goods. 

Within  fifteen  days  after  the  mafter  of  any  veiTcl  ftall  have  made 
report  to  the  collector,  the  owners  or  confignees,  or  their  factors  or 
agents  mufl,  on  oath  or  aJHrmation,  make  entry  with  the  faid  collec'tor, 
of  the  goods  configned  to  them,  particularizing  the  marks,  numbers 
and  contents  of  each  package  ;  or  if  in  bulk,  the  quantivy  and  qualitv  ; 
producing  the  original  invoices,  documents,  and  bills  of  lading,  and  de- 
claring, that  fhould  any  other  goods  afterwards  appear  to  be  ca.'.ifigned 
to  them,  they  will  make  it  known  in  order  to  a  due  entry  thereof. 

Articles  exempt  from  duty,  as  clothes,  books,  houlhcld  furniture, 
Stc.  muft  be  feparately  and  diflinftly entered  bv  the  owner  cr  his  ager.ts ; 
who,  according  to  the  beft  of  his  knowledge,  muil:  make  oath  rcipect- 
ing  fuch  owner,  his  occupation,  arrival  or  ejl^^ccled  arrival ;  and  that  ' 
the  faid  articles  are  really  intended  for  his  or  hi*  family's  ufe,  and  not 
for  fale  ;  which  oath  being  endorfed  on  the  entry,  muil  be  iubfcribed 
by  the  perfon  making  it.  And  in  cafe  ilich  perfon  I)e  not  the  real 
owner  of  the  goods,  he  muU  give  bond,  that  a  like  oath,  Ihall,  within 
a  year  be  had  of  the  real  owner,  either  taken  be  fare  the  collector  with 
whom  the  entry  is  made,  or  produced  to  him  duly  executed.  A  copy 
of  which  oath  and  entry  muft  be  tranfmitted  to  the  fee retary  of  th« 
treafury. 

Report  and  entry  mufl  alfo  be  made  on  the  rc-lmportatipn  of  arti- 
cles of  the  growth  or  nianufailures  of  the  United  States.     Such  arti- 
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cles  being  duty-free,  their  identity  man;  be  carefully  proved,  for  which 
piirpol'e,  the  oaths  of  fuch  perfons  as  have  knowledge  of  the  facls  are 
required,  relative  to  the  time  of  their  exportation,  the  fliip  in  which, 
and  the  perfon  by  whom  cxportwl  ;  and  if  imported  into  any  other 
diuricl  than  that  from  which  they  were  exported,  a  certificate  from  the 
collector  of  the  difcrict,  certifying  the'u"  exportation  ;  fuch  certificate, 
however,  bomg  difpeiiied  with,  where  it  cannot  be  immediately  pro- 
duced, on  p;ivin£f  bond  for  its  production  within  four  months. 

No  goods  imported  from  a  forei,c;n  countiy  may  be  unladen  till  the 
duties,  agreeably  to  an  eftimate  made  by  the  colledor  and  naval  officer 
('.vhere  ihere  is  one  at  the  port)  are  paid  or  fecured ;  and  a  permit 
Agncd  by  the  laid  collector,  and  countei-figned  by  the  fame  naval  offi- 
cer) where  there  is  one  at  the  port)  granted  :  nor  in  any  cafe,  except  by 
fper  al  licence  unlefs  between  fun-rife  and  fun-let.  Goods  unladen  in 
violation  of  thefe  reflriAions  (as  alfo  the  velTel  and  her  tackle,  where 
the  value  of  the  goods  amount  to  fjur  hundred  dollars)  are  forfeited; 
and  eveiy  perlbn  concerned  therein  incurs  a  penalty  of  four  hundred 
dollars,  of  being  advertifed  in  the  public  papers,  and  incapacity  of 
holding  office  for  feven  years.  Alfo  goods  requiring  to  be  weighed  or 
guaged,  may  not,  on  penaky  of  forfeiture,  be  removed  from  the  wharf 
■^vhcre  nrft  landed,  without  the  prefence  of  a  proper  officer,  till  it  be 
done. 

Goods  whereof  the  entry  does  not  fpecify  the  particulars,  are  requi- 
red to  be  ftoreJ  till  the  particulars  are  afccrtair.cd,  and  the  duties  ad- 
iufred.  And  in  all  czi'es,  w^here  the  final  adjullments  of  the  duties 
exceed  the  eUimate  thereof  before  takes,  the  dltference  is  to  be  paid 
to  the  collector ;  and  where  it  is  lefs'  than  fuch  cllimate,  the  party 
having  paid  or  fecured  them  agreeably  thereto,  to  be  refunded  or  cre- 
dited, as  the  cafe  may  bs. 

III.  Of  the  duty  of  the  Officers  of  the  Customs. 

The  officers  of  the  cuHoms  are  required  to  taka  oath  and  give  bond 
for  the  faithful  dil'charge  of  the  duties  of  their  refpedive  offices  ;  and 
for  default  of  the  forme,  they  incur  a  penalty  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

"i  he  collectors  are  empowered,  in  preience  of  the  naval  officer,  where 
there  is  one,  to  adm'uiiller  the  neceffaiy  oaths  to  mafters  of  veiTels,  the 
owners  of  goods,  &c.  And  colledlors,  'laval  officers,  andfurveyors  of 
ports,  may,  in  cafe  of  abfence  or  ficknefs,  a£l  by  deputy. 

To  iujyciiuteiid  the  delivery  of  goods,  infpeaors  may  be  put  and 
kept  on  board  of  vellels,  while  lying  in  port,  or  while  going  from  dif- 
tnCt  to  diitrict,.may  prohib.t  any  goods  from  beir.g  unladen  without  a 
permit,  and  after  fun-f:;t  fccure  the  hatches,  which  may  not  be  opened 
except  in  their  prcfcnce,  m  penalty  (vf  two  hundred  dollars. — In  like 
manner  the  officers  of  tlie  culfoms,  including  thofe  of  the  Revenue  cut- 
ters, may  as  well  without  as  within  their  rcfj)cdlive  diftrids,  go  on 
board  c^  all  fuch  veiTels  as,'  bound  to  the  United  States,  have  arrived 
within  four  leagues  of  the  coall,  may  demand  maniferis,  examine  the 
cargoes,  and  deiignate  any  trunk  or  package,  being  feparate  from  the 
•elt  of  the  cargo,  fcullng  the  fame,  if  thought  proper,  and  U"infmittin^ 
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to  the  coUedors  of  the  dlflnas,  to  wlilch  fuch  vefTels  arc  bound,  a  par- 
ticular account  thereof;  and  any  fuch  trunk  or  package,  on  arrival, 
not  appearing,  or  the  feal  being  broken,  fubjecls  the  malter  to  a  pe- 
ral'y  of  two  hundred  dollars.  Such  olacers  may,  in  like  circum fiances, 
make  feizures,  where  go.xU  aie  legally  forfeited;  and  if.  in  any  cafe, 
impeded  or  relided  in  the  execution  of  their  duty,  the  perfon  oflending 
forfeits  a  fum  not  exceeding-  four  hundred  dollars. 

Entries,  on  tlie  delivery  of  the  cargoes  of  vellels,  muft,  when  fuch 
delivery  is  completed,  be  compared  ^ith  the  entries  of  the  owners,  or 
confignees,  and  the  refult  end^rfcd  on  the  refpeclivc  entries,  and  fub- 
fcribed  by  the  officers  making  the  comparifon.  And  in  cafe  any 
package  which  fnall  have  been  reported,  be  milTingjthe  mafler  forfeits 
live  hundred  dollars;  but  may  fave  the  penalty  by  making  due  proof 
before  proper  authority,  that  no  part  of  his  cargo  iince  taken  on  board, 
had  been  unPnipped,  except  as  contained  in  his  report,  or  that  fuch 
difagreement  was  by  accident  or  miRake. 

In  cafe  any  gootls,  other  than  fah  and  coal,  rema'ui  on  board  any 
veffel  fifteen  days  after  the  mafier's  report  is  required  to  be  made,  the 
•  fame  muft,  by  the  infpedors,  be  delivered  into  the  cuflody  of  the  col- 
ieilor  i''  who  keeping  them  at  the  riTi:  of  the  owner,  may,  at  the  expi- 
ration of  nine  months,  if  claim  be  not  previoufly  made,  caufe  them  to 
be  appraifed  by  two  reputabk  merchants  (to  afccrtainthe  duties  there- 
on) and  fold  at  public  auction,  retaining  the  duties,  and  paying  the 
overplus,  if  any,  for  the  ufe  of  the  owner,  into  the  treafury  of  the 
United  States.  And  when  goods  are  damaged,  or  not  accompanied 
with  the  original  invoice,  tha  duties  may  be  afcertained  by  appraife- 
nient  of  two  merchants,  tlie  colleclor  cheofing  one,  and  the  owner  the 
other  :  or  goods  not  accompanied  with  invoices,  may,  at  the  option 
and  rifle  of  the  owner,  be  kept  by  tlie  colleclor  till  the  invoice  be  ob- 
tained. But  goods  entered,  and  not  invoiced,  are  forfeited  ;  and  any 
colleclor  fufpecting  invoices  to  be  not  according  to  the  true  value  of 
the  goods,  may  cauie  an  appraifement  thereof  to  be  made,  as  in  cafe 
of  damaged  goods. 

On  fufpicion  of  fraud,  packages,  whereof  entry  has  been  made,  may, 
in  the  prefence  of  tAo  or  more  reputable  merchants,  be  cpened  and 
examined  ;  and  in  cafe  of  difagrcement,  unleii  it  be  proved  to  have 
been  by  accident  or  uiidake,  fuch  articles  as  ciifagree  with  their  rc- 
fpettive  entries,  are  fabjeCt  to  forfeiture.  Goods  concealed,  with  in- 
tention to  defraud  the  revenue,  are  alfo,  if  found,  fubjecl:  to  forfeiture. 
And  any  perfon  purchailng  goods  liable  to  feizurc,  knov.ing  them  to  be 
fuch,  forfeits  double  their  value. 

Officers  of  the  cu'toms,  demanding  or  receiving  other  than  legal 
fees,  incur  a  penalty  of  two  hundred  dollars ;  and  accepting  a  bribe  or 
reward,  for  conniving  at  a  falfe  entry  of  velVcU  or  goods,  a  penalty  of 
not  kf»  than  two  hundred,  nor  greater  than  two  thoufand  dollars. 
Avid  perfons  giving  or  offering  fuch  bribe  or  reward,  incur  a  like  pen.:lty. 
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IV".  Of  the  payment  of  Duties^  ^c. 

In  all  cafes  where  the  duties  do  not  exceed  fifty  dcllafs,  th:y  mufl: 
be  paid  immediately  ;  but  where  they  exceed  that  fuin,  they  may  be 
either  paid  immediateh',  or  fecured  by  bond,  for  their  payment,  if  ac- 
cruing on  Weft  India  goods,  otiier  than  fait,  in  four  months  ;  on  fait 
in  nine  months  ;  on  wines  in  twelve  months ;  and  on  all  other  articles,  _ 
teas  excepted,  one  half  in  fix,  one  quarter  in  nine,  and  the  remainder 
in  twelve  months  :  which  bond  may,  at  the  option  of  the  obligator, 
either  include  one  or  more  fureties,  or  without  fureties,  be  accompa- 
nied with  a  depofit  of  part>if  the  goods.  Aiid  the  duties  on  teas  may 
be  fecured  by  a  bond  with  fureties,  payable  in  one  year ;  or  by  bond, 
without  fureties,  in  double  their  amount,  payable  in  two  years  ;  the 
teas  being"  depr-'fited  at  the  .rifk  and  expence  of  the  importers,  in  ware- 
houfes  agreed  on  between  them  and  an  infpeftor.  And  in  cafe  of 
depoGt,  any  part  of  teas  may  be  delivered  to  the  owners  on  paying,  or 
further  fecuring  the  paymcKt  of  duties,  by  bond,  with  fureties  to  be 
paid,  Avhere  the  duties  do  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  in  four 
months ;  where  they  exceed  one  hundred,  and  do  not  exceed  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  in  eight  months:  or  where  they  exceed  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, in  twelve  months.  But  the  credit  by  the  lall-mentioned  bond 
mufl  not  exceed  two  years  from  the  depcfit  of  the  teas ;  the  coUe^lor 
then  having  power  to  caufe  fo  much  thereof  to  be  fold  at  public  auc- 
tion, as  will  difcharge  the  arrears  of  duties  ftill  due,  with  coft  of  fale. 

Bonds  for  duties,  not  bein  ^  paid  at  the  tune  they  become  due,  the 
colledlors  are  required  to  inftitute  fuits  for  their  recovery ;  and  in  cafe 
of  infolvency  the  debts  due  to  the  United  States  have  priority. 

V.  Of  the  manner  in  ivhich  goods  must  be  imported. 

Spirits,  wines  and  teas,  muft,  on  pain  of  forfeiture,  at  leaft  of  the 
two  former,  be  landed  under  the  fuperintendance  of  fome  officer  of  in- 
fpedion,  to  whom  all  permits  from  colleclors  for  their  landing  mull  be 
pre  vioully  produced. 

Diilillsd  fpirits  may  not  be  imported  in  any  calk  which  fhall  have 
been  marked  purfuant  to  any  law  refpedling  fuch  fpirits,  on  pain  of 
forfeiture  of  the  fpirits,  and  the  fhip  or  vefTel  importing  them.-  Nor 
may  any  diililled  fpirits,  except  arrack,  and  fweet  cordials,  be  import- 
ed in  cafks  of  lefs  capacity  than  ninety  gallons,  on  pain  of  fo.  feiture. 
Ale,  beer  or  porter,  may  not  be  imported  in  lefs  calks  than  of  the  ca- 
pacity of  forty  gallons,  or  in  lefs  packages  than  fix  dozen  of  bpttles, 
on  pain  of  f  nfeiture  thereof,  and  if  the  fhip  or  vefTel  importing  them. 

No  goods,  other  than  houfliuld  furniture,  and  clothes  of  perfons 
coming  into  th^  United  States,  for  the  purpofe  of  becoming  inha'bi- 
tants,  may  be  brought  from  a  foreign  country,  into  any  dillrid thereof, 
Louifville,  (Ihamplain,  and  South  Hero  excepted,  in  any  other  manner 
than  by  fea  ;  nor  by  fea  in  veOVls  lefs  than  thirty  tons  burtaen,  on 
pain  of  forfeiture  of  alf  fuch  goods,  and  the  carria^^es,  teams  or  vefTeU 
bv  which  convcvei.

to  any  dtftance  in  the  fame  Hate  where  printed,  the  fame  ;  and  for  any- 
greater  dillance  from  one  Hate  to  another,  one  and  a  half  cent. 

All  letters  or  packets  conveyed  in  private  veffcls  four  cents,  with 
the  addition  of  legal  poftagc,  if  dellined  to  any  other  place  than  where 
fuch  veflel  may  arrive. 

All  letters  ai.d  packets  to  and  from  the  Preudent,  and  Vice-Prefi- 
dent  of  the  United  States  ;  and  to  ai.d  from  the  fecretary  of  the  Trea- 
fury,  the  comptroller,  the  auditor,  the  regifter,  thecommiiuonerof  the 
revenue,  the  treafurer,  the  fecretary  of  fcatc,  the  fecretary  of  war,  the 
poflmalter-g-enera!,  his  alliftant,  and  deputies  are  free  of  poftage.  And 
alfo  all  letters  and  packets,  not  exceeding  two  ounces  weight,  to  and 
from  any  metnber  of  Congrefs,  the  fecretary  of  the  Senate,  and  the 
clerk  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives.  during  any  feffion  of  Congrefs, 
and  twenty  days  after  it.     But  no  public  officer  can  frank  any  letters, 
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except  his  owil ;  anJ  any  letter  ii)cl«fed  to  any  of  them,  and  dir5(fi:ed 
to  any  other  pcriun,  liiall  be  put  into  the  poft-oliicc,  and  be  chained 
■with  the  iilualpoOage. 

Phamphlets  and  magazines,  not  excecdir.g  fiftv"  miles  one  cent  per 
lliccts,  not  exceeding-  one  hundred  miles,  one  and  a  half  cent;  and  any- 
greater  diftance  two  cents  per  (lieet. 

All  letters  brought  to  any  poft-office  half  an  hour  before  the  mak- 
ing of  the  mail  fliall  be  forwarded  therein  ;  except  in  offices  wliere  the 
P.  M.  general,  thinks  longer  time  necefTary,  which  in  no  cafe  fliall  ex- 
ceed one  hour:  And  all  thefe  times  fo  fixed,  fliall  be  notiiied  to  the 
public  in  one  or  more  nevvs-papers  for  fix  v.eeks  cni'uing  faid  regula- 
tions. 

All  packets,  or  letters  water-borne  in  packets-boata,  provided  by  the 
United  States,  for  every  iingle  letter  B  cents  :  for  every  double  letter 
16  cents;  for  every  triple  letter  24  cents;  and  for  every  letter  or- 
packet  brought  in  any  private  veiTel  4  cents  if  delivered  at  the  place 
where  the  veflel  arrives,  and  if  directed  to  a^iy  other  place,  the  addi- 
tional legal  poilage. — If  any  poilmafter,  or  other  periun  under  him  de- 
mand more  than  the  legal  portage,  they  fiiall  forfeit  for  fuch  offence 
100  dollars,  and  be  rendered  incapable  of  future  trud. 

The  mafter  or  commander  of  eveiy  veffcl  arriving  in  the  United 
States,  fliall  deliver  to  the  poft-mafter  ar  the  port  where  he  arrives,  all 
letters  under  his  care  ;  except  I'iich  as  are  directed  to  tlie  ov.'ner  or  con- 
fignee,  or  diredied  to  be  delivered  at  the  port  where  the  veffel  arrives; 
for  which  he  fliall  receive  from  the  poftm after,  or  deputy  2  cents  for 
each  letter  and  packet.  Any  perfon  that  fliall  fct  up  a  horfe  poft  or 
ftage  waggon,  o^  packet  boat,  on  any  rout  by  land  or  water,  where  re- 
gular Communication  has  been  eftabliihed  by  Congiefs;  and  Ihall  re- 
ceive any  letter  or  packet,  other  than  news  papers,  niagazines  or  pam- 
phlets, or  letters  directed  to  the  owner  of  the  conveyance,  cr  to  the 
perfon  to  whom  any  packet  on  board  is  directed,  fliall  forfeit  <;c  dollars. 

Way  letters  ihall  be  received,  if  preiented  mLire  than  two  miles  from 
a  poft-office,  and  delivered  at  the  lirft  office^  fubject  to  an  additional 
rate  of  one  cent ;  letters  directed  to  peribns  living  betvvesin  poft-olncesf 
fliall  be  delivered  were  directed,  fubject:  to  the  addition  of  two  cents 
for  the  ufe  of  the  carrier  ;  unlefs  the  receipt  and  delivery  of  letters  011 
the  way  (in  the  opinion  of  the  poftmafter  general,)  be  incompatible 
with  the  time  or  manner  of  carrying  cr  the  I'peed  required. 

If  any  perion  m  any  department  of  the  gencrJil  poll-office,  fliall  fe- 
crete,  embezzle,  or  deftroy  any  letter  or  packet  entrulted  to  him  (exceot 
in  the  cafe  that  follows)fiiall  be  fined  300  dollars,  or  imprifoiied  6  months, 
or  botli  according  to  the  aggravation  of  the  oifence  ;  and  if  ftid  letter 
or  packet  contain  a  banknote,  billof  exchange,  wan-unt  of  the  trealury, 
affignment  of  ftuck,  letters  of  attorney  to  receive  annuities  of  divideucts, 
to  f-^ll  ftock,  or  to  receive  the  interelt  thereof,  letter  of  credit,  bond 
warrant,  draft,  bill  or  promiftory  r.ote  wiiatfover,  for  tlie  payment  ci 
money  ;  or  he  Ihall  take  any  of  thefe  articles  oiit.of  aletter  cr  packet, 
on  conviction  lie  ihall  fuffer  death.  ' 

livery  primer  of  a  news  paper  may  fend  one  paper  to"  a  bfbther  news 
printer  witbiu  the  United  itatcs,   free-  of  poftiig6. — Every  printer  or 
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•tfccr  perfon,  who  fliall  conceal  aletter  or  other  memorandum  in  writing 
in  a  new  s  paptr,  or  package  of  papers,  fliall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  5  dollars. 
And  if  any  of  the  perlons  employed  in  the  department  of  the  pcft-ofRce, 
fhall  detain,  delay,  embezzle  or  deflroy  any  news  paper,  magazine  or 
pamphlet,  with  which  -lie  Ihall  be  entrufted  he  fhall  forfeit  50  dollars 
for  every  Inch  oficnce.  And  if  any  poll-mafter  (or  other  perfon)  fliall 
open  or  permit  to  be  opened  any  mail  of  news  papers  not  directed  to 
his  office  (uijlefs  it  is  directed  to  a  place  where  there  is  no  officer)  fhall 
forfeit  20  dollais.

Europe  to  the  Uuitcd  States  of  America,  muft  be  convinced — who*

%*  The  two  firft  months  of  the  enfuing  year  are  added  for  the  ac- 
coinmcdatien  of  Commercial  Men. 
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The  year  1800. 


The  year  i^oo  having  arrived,  and  its  number  being  divifible  by  4, 
might  induce  many  to  think  it  a  biffextile  or  leap  year,  which  will 
not  be  the  cafe  ;  from  which  miftake  confufion  might  arife  in  Bills 
of  Exchange  and  other  tranfaclions  of  focial  life  :  we  have  thought 
proper,  for  general  information,  here  to  fet  forth  ihe  reafons,  why  the 
year  1800  will  be  no  bifiextile  or  leap-year.  Our  globe  revolves  round 
the  Sun  in  the  period  of  365  days,  5  hours,  48  minutes,  and  43  fe- 
conds  ;  this  is  called  the  annual  revolution  of  the  earth.  Our  civil 
year  confifting  ©f  365  days  and  no  more,  the  remaining  5  hours  48 
minutes  43  iecond.s,  which  our  globe  confumes  in  moving  round  the 
Sun.  amount  at  the  end  of  every  four  years,  to  23  hours,  15  minutes, 
X2  leconds.  For  that  reafon,  in  the  time  of  Julius  Caefar,  it  was  de-^ 
termined,  that  one  of  every  four  years  Ihould  confiriof  366  days,  under 
the  iippellation  of  Biffextile,  becaufe  5  heurs,  48  minutes,  43  feconds, 
miiltiplied  by  4,  give  23  hours,  15  minutes,  12  feconds,  thus  in  the 
4  years,  44  minutes,  48  feconds,  were  taken  too  much  by  adding  one 
whole  day  of  24  hours.  This  produces,  in  four  ^centuries,  a  difference 
of  upwards  of  three  days,  in  the  follov/ing  manner: 

4  years  give  44  minutes,  48  feconds,  how  much  give  400  years  ? 
Anfwer,  3  days,  2  hours,  40  minutes — to  make  up  this  difference  it 
is  requiiite,  that  3  years  biffextile  are  cut  off  in  the  courfe  of  400  years. 
This  defalcation  is  made  of  the  years  of  100  or  a  century  :  Thus  1700 
was  no  biffextile,  1800  and  1900  will  not  be  fo  neither,  but  2000  will 
be  a  beffextile. 

Theoiigin  of  the  French  Republic  has  introduced  a  new  improve- 
ment, 1792  and  1796  were  bilTextiles ;  i8go  muff  not  be  fo ;  1804, 
i8o3,  and  fo  forth,  would  have  been  fuch ;  in  lieu  thereof,  the  4th 
year  of  the  Republic,  which  began  22d  September,  1795-,  '^  declared 
Sextile  :  that  is,  having  fix  complimentary  days  in  lieu  of  five,  which, 
in  common  years,  fucceeded  our  12  months  of  30  days  each,  divided 
into  three  decades  of  ten  days  each  ;  the  years  of  the  Republic  8,  12, 
16,  20,  &.C.  will  be  Sextiles ;  but  the  years  100,  200,  and  300  com- 
mon years;  400,  800,  t<.c.  Sextiles.  The  beginning  of  the  Republi- 
can Year  is  fixed  at  midnight  preceding  the  Sun's  entering  on  the 
Autumnal  Solilice  or  Equinox. 

The  above  being  copied  from  an  European  paper,  fatisfadlorily  and  on 
mathematical  princi;;.le3  accounts  for  the  beginning  of  the  Nineteenth 
Century,  about  which  fo  ludicrous  a  conteff  was  carried  on  fuiije 
time  ago.
